WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—(UP) 
Governor William H. “Alfalfa Bill“ 
Murray amazed a national convention 


of the Anti-Saloov League tonight by 

submitting a plan for regional liquor 

control to the bone dry organization. 

As-soon as he had finished, the 
league's executive committee met ex- 
Citedly to consider whether a state- 
ment should be made deploring that 
Murray should have even suggested 
the possibility of a change in the 
laws, and decided not to issue one. 
' Frock coated, bushy haired, the 
Oklahoma governor and presidential 
aspirant in his plainsman’s ‘drawl out- 
lined a possible“ plan by which 
states that wanted beer and wines 
could have them and dry thinking 
states could remain dry. f 

His plan would provide for a series 
of regional eds treaties among 
mroups of states, | 
Ane e would hat 
ship liquor to, or through, dry states. 

Apparently in deference to the 
shouted opposition of preceding speak- 
ers to any change in the liquor laws, 
and insistence that any executive 
should uphold the Constitution, the 
rustic-looking governor, frowning in 
his effort to select every word with 
eare, toned down somewhat the 
straight-forward, uncompromising lan- 
guage of his advance text. 

But he left in all the sessentials— 
the plan, the description of an “in- 
nocent” Oklahoma farmer sent to jail 
for making his own wine; the resent- 
ment of poor people at the invasien 
of their “sacred castle’ homes by 
prohibition men. 

Murray, classed as a dry and a 
leader in the successful fight to bring 
Oklahoma inte the Union dry, left in 
also the following: 

“IT stated at that time, and it is 
my judgment now, that prohibition 
will not prove the wisest legal solu- 
tion of the control of the liquor traf- 
fic. It is but the beginning of this 
vexatious question.” 

-However, he inserted the word “pos- 
sibly” just before the phrase prohi- 
bition will not prove the wisest legal 
solution.” 

And he left out the fact that he 
ardoned the innocent Oklahoma 
rmer promptly. ; 
He also added emphasis to the ad- 

vance text idea that he opposed any 

change now, that he opposed repeal of 


Continued in Page 8, olumn.

WAGRINGTON, Ian. 18. 
Secretary Mellon may be asked to tell 
the house judiciary: committee in per- 
son about some of his business af- 
fairs which Representative Patman, 
of Texas, claims make it illegal for 
him to continue in office. 

While h®rings continued today on 
Patman's resolution of impeachment, 
it was learned that several members 
of the committee are considering mak- 
ing such a request. Thus far in the 
hearings, Mellon’s side of the con- 
troversy has been upheld by two spe- 
cially chosen representatives of the 
treasury head. 

Patman today reiterated his charge 
that Mellon was influential in secur- 
ing valuable concessions for the Gulf 
Oil Company from the republic of 
Colombia. Although he said he was 
without definite proof, the Texan con- 
tended Mellon had exerted pressure 
upon the South American country by 
opposing credit extensions to it in 
the United States. 

Just previously, Alexander W. 
Gregg, one of Mellon’s representatives, 
concluded a comprehensive denial of 
all Patman’s charges. He read a 
memorandum dictated by Mellon spe- 
cifically denying ever hearing discuss- 
ed Colombian credit with state de- 
partment officials or bankers. 

Gregg today agreed to produce the 
names of the purchasers of Mellon’s 
bank stocks, sold just before the sec- 
retary took office in 1921. 

His argument was brief and de- 
voted chiefly to answering questions. 
It brought out: 

That Mellon had loaned personal se- 
curities to the Union Gulf Corpora- 
tion to use as collateral for a bond 
issue, but that “it was a straight loan 
for a consideration and did not con- 
stitute engaging in business.” 

That Mellon has never attended 
stockholder meetings since taking ofy 
fice, though he has voted by proxy. 

That Vice President Wallace, of the 
Gulf Oil Campany, conducted negotia- 
tions on the Colombian oil conces- 


sion. 
That Mellon did not discuss nego- 
tiaflons of a merger between the 
Canadian Development & Manufac- 
turing Co. and the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America when he entertained 
James B. Duke at dinner in 1915. 
Gregg said this meeting was “sim- 
ply a contact between large stockhold- 
ers” and that he could “not imagine” 
it influenced the negotiations conduct- 
ed by Arthur Davis, Aluminum Com- 
pany president, and later successfully 
terminated.

The senate did add a provision by 
Sénatot Wheeler, democrat, Montana, 
providing that in loaning money from 
a separate $50,000,000 fund for farm- 
ers to make the crops this year, pref- 
erence be given those whose crops 
failed in 1931. 

Another amendment by Senator 
Howell, republican, Nebraska, limit- 
ing loans from the reconstruction cor- 
poration to $100,000,000 to any sin- 
gle corporation was approved by the 
senate. 

Two main points of difference re- 
mained to be reconciled between the 
two houses. The house provided that 
the paper of the reconstruction cor- 
poration be rediscountable in the fed- 
eral reserve system.

Pastors of the city objected to the 
shows, but Mrs. Margeson told them 
to underwrite the charity, which is

Judd Offers 5-Point Pro- 
gram To Relieve Hono- 
lulu of Stigma.

emergencies were taken today by the 
island legislature in its first move to 
deliver Hawaii's capital from the 
stigma of recent crimes. 

A few hours after convening in spe- 
cial’ session at the call of Governor 


Lawrence M. Judd the legislature re- 
ceived the administration's five-point 
program to curb crimg. 

Representative Eben Low, a part 
Hawaiian, also introduced à resolu- 
tion by which the United States @t- 
torney general would be asked if con- 
gress could give Hawaii a commis- 
sion form of government. 

In addition Low introduced a reso- 
lution seeking appointment of a com- 
mittee to “determine whether or not 
Americans of Hawaiian or Oriental 
descent are rapists; whether or not 
they are criminals, and whether or not 
they are able to run their own govern- 
ment.” This resolution was with- 
drawn, however. 

FIVE POINT PROGRAM. 

The administration program, drawn 
up while Judd, the Honolulu police 
and the city and county attorney's of- 
fice were being widely criticized on the 
ground that their activities brought 
about the recent outburst of feeling, 
consisted of five points: The proposed 
laws introduced would: 

1. Create a police commission and 
a chief of police for Honolulu, to be 
W instead of elected. 

. Make the office of public prose- 
cutor appointive instead of elective. 

3. Provide the death penalty as 
maximum punishment for criminal at- 
tacks on women, 

4. Confer emergency police powers 
on the governor in event of war, re- 
bellion, riot, lawless violence, or any 
forcible execution of the law, 

5. Provide punishment for loitering 
on public highways. This was design- 
ed to break up the activities of gangs. 

Quick enactment of the police bill 
was expected, as Judd said he had the 
support of a majority of both houses

France suggested today that Amer- 
ica de asked to extend the Hoover 
moratorium on reparations and war 
debts until next year or longer. 

The British and French govern- 
ments, said a semi-official note, seem- 
ed to be agreed on a renewal of the 
moratorium for six months or one year 


from next July 1, when it otherwise 
would expire. 

Premier Pierre Laval already has 
sought the American government's at- 
titude toward such a proposal. 

Authoritative quarters in London 
had denied earlier that overtures 
would be made to America for a pos- 
sible extension of the moratorium. But 
they indicated a world reparations 
conference at Lausanne would con- 
sider extending the moratorium for six | 
months. The conference is tentatively | 
scheduled for next Monday. | 

France suggested a postponement of | 
the conference until after elections in 
the United States, Germany, and 
France. It would have a meeting of 
financial experts handle the negotia- 
tions for a moratorium extension. 

An authoritative British spokesman, 
on the other hand, said reports that 
the conference would take no definite 
action until after the elections was er- 
roneous. That statement indicated 
that the British were confident the 
conference would be held as scheduled. 


FRANCE SOUNDS OUT 
U. S. ON EXTENSION | 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(?)— 
Premier Laval, of France, has taken 
diplomatic steps to determine the 
American vovernment's attitude to- 
ward possible European extension of 
the moratorium 6n inter-governmental 
debts. 

Ambassador Edge in Paris today 
reported to Secretary Stimson by 
cablegram that the premier had per- 
sonally sought information on the ad- 
ministration’s attitude. 

The premier’s action followed a 
memorandum handed by the secretary 
recently to Ambassador Claudel, of 
France, in which the position of the 
American government, on the debt 
question was outlined. 

In brief the memorandum was sim- 
ilar te views expressed by President 
Hoover and Premier Laval in their 
joint statement during the French 
statesman’s visit to Washington. The 
American position was and still is 
that any initiative on the debt prob- 
lem must come from Europe.

Members of the homicide squad late 
Monday night were in passession of 
the name of one of the two negro 
bandits who shortly before noon shot 
and fatally wounded Frank Adair, 45. 
of 412 Boulevard, N. E., in a holdup 
at Ellis and Butler streets. 


Two negroes, both minutely answer- 
ing the description of the gunmen who 


killed Adair, were under arrest. 


Detectives, however, refused to di- 
vulge the names of the prisoners, ex- 
plaining that three negroes living in 
the neighborhood bore the same name | 
as that given to them by an inform- 
ant who witnessed the holdup and 
shooting. Arrest of the slayers, de- 
if the two being held should prove not | 
to be those involved in the murder. ' 

Adair died shortly before 2 o'clock | 
Monday afternoon at Grady hospital. | 
He was conscious up to within a few | 
minutes of his death, and gave police 
a detailed account of the holdup. | 
Adair, a collector for the Rankin- 
Whitten Company, real estate opera- 
tors, was robbed of $250 while he 
was sitting in his automobile and 
while at least seven eye-witnesses 
looked on. After he had turned over 
the money, one of the bandits de- 
liberately. fired at bim, the bullet 
penetrating his abdomen. 

A negro woman zrho witnessed the 
shooting told offifers she knew the 
negro who fired the shot. She gave | 
his name and other witnesses gave 
the following descriptions of the gun- 
men: 
One was a black negro, 6 feet, 1 
ipeh. in hei Weiching 
poùnds, wearing blue dveralis, 
horn-rimmed glasses and a gray cap. 

The other was 5 feet, 8 inches tall, 
weighing about 165 pounds. He wore 
blue overalls, with a brown sweater 
tucked into the trousers, and a brown 
hat. This negro was light in com- 
plexion, the witnesses said. 

Witnesses said the negro who shot | 
Adair did so either in anger or to 
prevent subsequent pursuit or identi- | 
fication by the victim.

JAPANESE AVENGE 
SLAIN COMRADES 


BY GLENN BABB. 
MUKDEN, Manchuria; Jan. 18.— 
(P)—The Japanese army has-avenged 
its dead. Official communiques said 
today that hundreds of Chinese have 
been killed in a series of offensives 
undertaken in retaliation for the Chi- 


4 nese victories of last week, in which 


the Japanese casualties were heavy. 

Supported by heavy artillery and 
airplanes, the avenging columns of 
Japan killed at least Chinese in 
engagements at Yentai and Tungliao, 
the communiques said, and near Ying- 
kow, where a force of 500 Chinese 
was encountered, “a considerable num- 
ber” of casualties was inflicted. 

While the Japanese pressed on with 
their work of revenge, new groups 
of Chinese war lords arrived in Muk- 
den to take part in negotiations look- 
ing toward the establishment of a new 
Manchurian state, wholly free of Chi- 
nese control. 

General Shigeru Honjo, Japanese 
high commander, explained the fierce 
ness of his new offensives by saying 
it was necessary to rid south Man- 
churia of the edrse of banditry” in 
order to permit the Chinese farmers 
to sow their spring crops “in assur- 
ance of safety and peace.” 

communique sid the Chinese 
were “almost completely annihilated.” 
The battalion returned to Mukden and 
a gang of coolies was hired to dispose 
of the bodies on the battlefield. Nu- 
merous enemy wounded were taken to 
Japanese hospitals. . 

Among the war lords arriving in 
Mukden for the negotiations about 
the establishment of a new govern- 
ment for Manchuria was Chang Hai- 
peng, who failed in an attempt to 
oust General Mah Chan-shan from 
Tsitsihar before General Jiro Tamon 
accomplished that task in November.

GREENWOOD MENACE 
' §TEADILY INCREASES 


GLENDORA, Miss., Jan. 18.—(#) 
Greenwood, Le Flore county's thriving 
city, is now bearing its share of flood 
waters in company with scores of 
small towns inundated by floods in 
six or eight counties of the Talla- 
hatchie river valley. 

The Yazoo river at Greenwood to- 
day registered 40 feet and spread its 
waters further and higher at the city 
limits than it has ever done before. 


Five hundred men worked. through 
the day on the west side of Green- 
wood, patching up walls to save the 
business section from water backing 
through five washouts in the Colum- 
bus and Greenville railway embank- 
ment, two miles west of the city. 

Thirty thousand acres went under 
water today in Quitman county after 
a crevasse broke in the main west 
bank levee of the Tallahatchie river 
12 miles from Lambert. 

East levees in Tallahatchie county 
have been deserted to the mercy of 
the flood because of a _ criss-cross of 
levee breaks. 

The American Legion post at Bay 
St. Louis today sent boats and sea- 
farers to Ti basin, east of the 
river, to aid in removing about 2,000 
residents marooned by waters from 
four big crevasses or to carry them 
food and supplies. - 

Flood committees estimated that 
$250,000 or more of damage has been 
caused by the flood to date in Panola, 
Quitman, Tallahatchie, LeFlore, Hum- 
phreys and Yazoo counties. 

Relief organizations estimate that 
well over 300,000 acres are inundated 
and 45,000 persons are flood- stricken 
in the valley of more than 100 miles 
in length from Lambert on the north 
to Belzoni and below.

Amundsen 
‘Honored Again. 


„The English are bad losers.” That 
is one of the things a foreigner is not 
permitted to say about the English, 
as Roald Amundsen, the famous Nor- 
dic explorer, discovered. He once said 
it. He thought the English were jeal- 
ous of the fact that he had beaten 
Seott and his heroic companions to 
the south pole. 

Of course, the English press denieg 
it. But the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety took umbrage at the remark and 
Amundsen’s name was struck from the

PATRICK H. MBLL, first lieuten- 
ant, 213th aero squadron, air service, 
American Expeditionary force, award- 
ed the Distinguished Service Cross for 
extraordinary heroism in action with 
the enemy in the region of Banthe- 
ville, France, October 28, 1918. 

While a voluntary member of a pa- 
trol of six planes, Lieutenant Mell 
attacked four enemy planes at an alti- 
tude of 2,500 meters. Nine additional 
enemy planes almost immediately 
joined in the fight. Despite the over- 
whelming number of enemy planes, 
Lieutenant Mell, by great skill of ma- 
neuvering and with great bravery, 
succeeded in bringing down out of con- 
trol one of the enemy planes. 


On November 6, Lieutenant Mell, 
with one other pilot, attacked three 
enemy planes at an altitude of 3,000 
meters, 15 kilometers within the enemy 
lines, destroying one and combating 
another until within 50 meters of the 
ground, where they became separated 
in the fog. The outstanding bravery 
and superb devotion to duty displayed 
by Lieutenant Mell greatly inspired 
the members of his squadron.

FRANCE WOULD DELAY : 
LAUSANNE CONFERENCE 


PARIS, Jan. 19.—(Tuesday.)—(4) 
France wants the Lausanne repara- 
tions conference postponed and the 
moratorium on reparations and war 
debts extended until next year, it be- 
came known today. 

The British and French govern- 


ments, said a semi-official note, seem 1 


to be agreed en a rehewal for six 
months or, one year of the Hoover 
moratorium on payments due from 
Germany. 
will expire next July 1. 

Under the French plan, as an- 
nounced in the n@e, a meeting of 
financial experts would be called to 
prolong the Hoover moratorium. The 
United States would be asked by 
France and other European debtors, 
who are creditors of Germany, to be 
given a moratorium on their war 
debts on the same terms. 

Elections due this year in America, 
Germany and France were given as 
reasons for the contemplated provi- 
sional postponement” of the world 
reparations conference which is ten- 
tatively scheduled to meet in Lau- 
sanne next Monday. : 

The note was issued at midnight 
after Premier Pierre Laval had talked 
with Leopold Von Hoesch, German 
ambassador to Paris. 

“The opinion is becoming more and 
more general in the interested inter- 
national sphere,“ the note said, that 
it is impossible to arrive now at a 
detailed and definite solution of the 
problems of reparations and war 
debts.” 


“It seems to be agreed now in Paris 
and London,” the note continued, “to 
renew purely and simply for the (Ger- 
man) reich the Hoover moratorium 
expiring July 1, 1932, and which 
would be prolonged under the same 
conditions for six months or a year. 

“At\the same time, the European 
debtors of the United States, Who also 
are creditors of Germany, would make 
a common declaration asking the 
American government to give them 
the same treatment as a condition of 


Jand during the new moratorium ac- 


corded Germany. 


“If an accord can be established on 
these bases between the Young plan 
signatories by the intermediary of the 
chancellories, the Lausanne conference 
will become provisionally without ob- 
ject, since the fundamentals of the 
problem will not be discussed before 
the end of the year by the interested 
government. 

„Under these conditions, a meeting 
of financial experts might well suf- 
fice to proceed with elaboration of the 
convention necessary for a prolonga- 
tion of the moratorium now in force.”

LONDON, Jan. 18.—(4)—Authori- 
tative quarters eoday denied reports 
that overtures would be made to the 
United States for an extension of the 
Hoover integovernmental debt mora- 
torium.

It was due to the fact that the 
rum car is owned by Cutcliffe, local 
investigators believe, that young Poole 
has steadfastly. refused to divulge its 
ownership, with the explanation that 
it “might be embarrassing” to the 
owner. 

These investigators likewise regard- 
ed with renewed interest the fact that 
at the time of the collision, in which 
two young south Georgians were fa- 
tally injured and three others severely 
hurt, neither Poole nor Gaines were 
equipped with guns or other hunting 
paraphernalia, although both officers 
asserted they were on their way to 
Florida to hunt. 

Believed to Be Rum Car. 

Cutcliffe’s liquor record Monday 
was brought to light when local fed- 
eral agents made clear their position 
in the case. H. P. Wright, deputy 
prohibition administrator, said he 
possessed records which indicated that 
the car involved in the crash probably 
was connected with a widespread rum- 
running racket. 

According to Deputy Wright’s rec- 
ords, as revealed Monday, the car is 
registered in the name of J. M. Ha w- 
kins, although’ prohibition officers be- 
lieve the name is fictitious. Several 
months ago, the records showed, the 
rum car Poole was driving was seized 
at Cumming, in Forsyth county, but 
the driver escaped. It contained 312 
gallons of liquor, which was confis- 
cated by the sheriff of Forsyth county, 
records showed. 

Subsequently the car was purchased 
from officers of Forsyth county for 
$100 by a man who gave his name 
as G. C. Graham—a name which De- 
tective Lieutenant T. O. Sturdivant, 
investigator in the case for Chief of 
Police James L. Beavers, believes also 
fictitious or that of a “go-between” 
for its real owner. The car seized at 
Cumming, Deputy Wright said, was 
the same machine as that seen in the 
Tenth Street Garage on the night of 
December 4. 

Ledgers Seized. 

On the occasion of the raid of the 
garage, Wright added, another car 
was seized, in which was found a 
number of ledgers containing the 
names of alleged bootleggers and cus- 
tomers of Cutcliffe. This book was 
confiscated, and in an effort to regaifi 
possession of it, Cutcliffe appealed to 
the United States district court here, 
which Saturday ruled that the prohi- 
bition officers were entitled to keep it 
as contraband. : 

A further check of records in the 
office of the deputy administrator 
showed that the Lincoln car had been 
repaired and that the name of Walter 
Cutcliffe was signed on the receipt for 
the bill, as owner. 

Cuteliffe's liquor record was brought 
to light here Monday during investi- 
gation of ownership of the Poole- 
driven car. It showed that he was ar- 
rested on January 20, 1925, in posses- 
sien of liquor; was indicted on charges 
of possession, transporting and sell- 
ing whisky, and that he entered a 
plea of guilty in Fulton superior court 
and was fined $75. Cutcliffe also en- 
tered a plea of guilty of possessing 
and transporting in United States dis- 
trict court at Gainesville on July 12, 
1927, and was sentenced to 90 com 
in Lumpkin county jail, which e 
served. At the same time Bob Hogg, 
J. F. Mills and Mark Chastain were 
indicted with Cutcliffe at Gainesville, 
and prohibition records here Monday 
showed that 8 the time of the raid 
on the Tenth Street garage a whisky- 
laden car confiscated bore a license 
tag issued to Cutcliffe, while the man 
arrested in possession of the car gave 
his name as J. F. Mills.

That year, Carlyle 
hit the longest ball that had ever been 
hit at Spiller field off Hollis Me- 
Laughlin. There was another pro- 
digious hitting feat in Carlyle’s career 
when he clouted a ball something like 
610 feet out on the coast.

The partner of the Declarer usually 
has an “all gone“ feeling when his 
stubborn partner insists on playing a 


hand at a + declaration when the 


Responding Hand is void of trumps. 
This feeling must be doubly accentuat- 
ed when the Declarer finds himself 
without any cards of the suit and 
saddled with the responsibility of play- 
ing it at that declaration. 


Mr. P. S. Kauffman, of Abilene, 
Texas, sent me the hand below, in 
which West had the unusual experi- 
ence of making a game at spades, en- 
tirely void of the suit, due to his 
partner's and opponents’ misunder- 
standing of the language of bids. 


An immediate Overcall in oppo 
nents’ bid suit is the equivalent of a 
strong takeout Double.- It shows au 
unusually strong hand containing 4 or 
more honor-tricks and very freakish 
distribution, and usually guarantees 
control of the first round of the suit 
adversely bid. In the higher stages of 
bidding it is a direct Slam invita- 
tion, but players in the stress of ac- 
tual play sometimes shade these re- 
quirements, not always with such hap- 
py results as in the case detailed 
below.

1—West’s hand, as the reader will 


note, does not come up to the re- 


quirements for the use of this ex- 
cellent bid. His hand contains a 
bare 8 honor-tricks. Thus his prop- 
er course was to double because 
of his distribution. 
2—South is happy to have his vul- 
nerable opponents play the hand in 
two spades, as he correctly reads 
West for a void in that suit. He 
does not double because he is un- 
willing to reopen the bidding. 
In the play North also decided that 
South's Opening bid was psychic, and, 
hoping to strike his partner's st 
he opened his lowest diamond away 
from the King. The correct lead would 
have been either a club or a heart. The 


other club, which South trumped, re- 
turning a diamond, which was won in 
the Dummy with a trump. 


South, by the line of play adopted, 
made 4 tricks with his trumps, but 
these were the only tricks for the 
North and South players. The only 
merit of this hand is its unusual bid- 
ding as East and West, following 
conventional lines, should easily have 
reached a game contract in clubs. 
Even a Slam in clubs is makeable 
with accurate play. However, due to 
the comedy of errors, Mr. Kauffman 
enjoyed the thrill that comes once 
in a lifetime.
